Mr. Henry 
said. “Texas led the list with 362, 
600 farm-owned motor vehicles, 
while Ohio, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, New York, Minnesota 
and Missouri trailed in the order 
named.

CANADIAN RULING AIDS 
VISITING BUSINESS MEN

MacCracken Lauds 
Our Air Progress 


New York, Aug. 13.—America’s 
methods of protecting her flying 
public are more extensive than 
those found any place e%se in the 
world, William P. MacCracken, 
Jr., assistant secretary of com- 
merce for aeronautics, said to- 
night in a radio address over a 
nation-wide NBC hookup upon his 
return from a three months’ air 
tour abroad. 

“By establishing airways, by in- 
specting -aircraft, by licensing 
pilots, by rating flying schools, 
and by a score of kindred activi- 
ties, the government is rapidly 
developing that sense of security 





and safety which is so essential to 
the full utiXzation of air trans- 
port,” Secretary MacCracken said. 
“No longer do we measure maps 
by miles. Instead of thinking of 
Europe as being 3,000 miles from 
America, Lindbergh has demon- 
strated it is only 33 hours away. 
In two swift decades, aviation has 
shrunk the map of the world to 
a third its former size, has com- 
pletely annihilated the topograph- 
ical barriers of surface transpor- 
tation, and has tripled the length 
of yesterday’s 24 hours.”

TS cost cut from $1.50 to 5 cents 
a pound, aluminum chloride, re- | 
markable among chemicals because | 
of its hundreds ot uses, is now suc- 
cessfully employed in the making of 
gasoline from _ high-boiling pe- 
troleum oils, Dr. A. M. McAfee of 
the Gulf Refining Company says in 
disclosing to the American Chemical 
Society developments covering fif- 
teen years. 

During this period, 
scientific research went on while 
litigation ran the gamut from in- 
terference proceedings in the Patent 
Office and Federal courts to suits 
for title in state and Federal courts, 
finally culminating in the Supreme 
Court, which a few months ago 
rang down the curtain. 

For generations the uses of 
aluminum chloride, which con- 
denses directly from a vapor to a 
solid under atmospheric pressure, 
have been one of the fairy tales of 
chemistry. Today, Dr. McAfee! 
points out, Gulf Refining Company | 
is manufacturing aluminum chlo- | 
ride at Port Arthur, Tex., at the! 
rate of 75,000 pounds a day, and at 
a cost which ranks it among the 
heavy chemicals of commerce. 

“Baeyer’s statement long ago 
that the story of the uses of 
aluminum chloride sounds like a 
fairy story is true,” Dr. McAfee 
continues. “In 1902 Meyer and 
Jacobsen listed 178 applications of 
aluminum chloride in synthetic or- 
ganic chemistry

but little progress commercially has 
been made heretofore on account of 
the high cost and inadequate sup- 
ply.

necessity was the 
mother of invention.

MOTO METER GAUGE AND EQUIPMENT COMPANY 
HE progress of no company in the automotive industry 
is being watched by the industry with greater interest 


than is being focused upon the Moto Meter Gauge and 
Rquipment Company, which represents the combined assets 
and business of the former Moto Meter and Safe-T-Stat 
companies. 
While the old Moto Meter Company suffered considerably from the | 
decrease in the demand for moto meters in the shape of radiator caps | 
in recent years, the consolidated company is making a strong come-back 
and its future outlook is bright 
One of the most promising factors in the new company’s outlook 
is the aggressive policy it is pursuing in regard to the aviation 


industry. It is going out after its share of this fast growing market. 
It is also the purpose of the company to expand in the industrial and 
marine fields, in which case the demand for the products of the com- 








pany should show a good growth. 

Now that the various companies concerned in the rt are working 
under one management. R. G. Martin, president, is a strenuous 
effort to bring abot at imediate reduction in manufacturing costs by the 
concentration of activitie The company has plants in Long Island City 
N. Y.; La Crosse Wis. and Toledo, O. Mr. Martin recently has been 
engaged in inspecting the various plants and working out concentration 
plans which he will submit to the board of directors 

Combined earnings of the ymmpanies in the merger in 1928 amounted 
to approximately $1,500,000 and this year it is expected that sufficient 
progress will be ma -4 » return a net profit of around $2,500,000. Inter- 
ests close to the company are putting that estimate on earnings with 
confidence it will be justified 

It is always interesting to watch the developments following mergers 
of companies and the case under consideration is no exception. This is a 
case where there seems at thi time | to be no question that all companies 


concerned will be benefited 

Mr. Martin himself apparently believes that net profits will show 

a good gain this year. He recentiy pointed out that combined sales 

of the companies last year amounted to more than $8,000,000, and that 

this total this year will be lifted to $12,090,000. This should pretty 

well justify the $2,590,000 earnings estimate, which would amount to 
$5 a share on the total outstanding capital stock. 


Going into the expansion of the company’s activities, Mr. Martin said 
that it was highly possible that the marine and industrial business might

GREAT many of the more

progressive automotive 
wholesalers have long ago de- 
partmentized their stock, but 


there are still a few who have a 
pretty hazy idea what it’s all 
about and who find themselves 
in a jam at the end of each year 
when they get around to the 
business of trying to find out 
how near they came to first base 
during the past twelve months. 

American business is getting 
boiled down to such a find point 
that a wholesaler has to know how 
he stands day by day, and he 
should be able to figure his profit- 
able stocks and his losing stocks just 
as frequently. The primary step in 
this direction is the departmentali- 
zation of merchandise. 

A departmentalized organization 
will make possible the exercise of 
executive control of inventories 
purchases and sales, which, without 


such division, is practically im- 
possible 

Once a correct inventory is ob- 
tained in any one department the 


most callous youth can keep a per- 


petual inventory index which will 
enable the executive to tell at the 
end of the day just what he ha 

his bins. After a while such a 
system can be used as a guide 
purchasing in order to save the 
possibility of being either under or 
overstocked 


Departmentalization will make 
possible the rapid location of slow- 


moving stocks and will show up the 
departments in which stock is ac- 
cumulating 

Records in each department will 
show sales, inventory and purchases 
and indicate the rate of stock .urn- 
over which the gross margin of 
profit secured 

It is a 


pretty agate matter to 
accurately establish s€lling costs 
when each counter man handles the 
entire line, but departmentalization 
will help a great deal 

For instance, suppose a general 
line jobber sold $1,000,000 in all de- 
partments last year. Of this amount 
operating expenses were 10 per 
cent., or $100,000 If the sales of 
shop equipment amounted to 35 per 
cent. of the total sales it would be 
reasonable to charge that depart- 
ment with 35 per cent. of the oper- 
ating expense, which would be $35.,-
